Perhaps  no  meafure  was  fo  hlame-worthy  at 
this  offer;— at*  offer  uhich,  if  accepted,  woold 
huve  been  a  foiirce  of  perpetual  ditfcnfion  bc- 
tween  the  parent  llaic  arU  the  culonica.-  The 
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pcrfons  expeacd.  What  was  only  of-

At  firfl  they  complained  that  their 
charters  were  infringed ;  but  this 
ground,  as  untenible,  is  now  intirely  dc- 
ferted.  Charters  are  good  when  in  fa¬ 
vours  of  America ;  but,  when  againft 
them,  charters,  compass,  preferiptive 
rights,  and  every  rule  that  is  reckoned 
binding  on  fociety,  arc  accounted  as  no¬ 
thing,  and  they  have  recourfe  to  that 
natural  date  of  holtile  liberty  that  man 
enjoys  before  political  focieties  were  iii- 
ftituled.  If,  therefore,  they  refufe  to 
fubmit  to  thefe  civil  inftitutions  that 
mankind  have  found  neceflary  to  efta- 
blifli  for  preferving  order  in  fociety,  and 
have  recourfe  to  open  force  for  making 
their  will  a  law  to  others,  what  reafon 
have  they  to  complain  if  others  have  rc- 
courfe  to  the  fame  means  for  bringing 
them  back  to  a  fenfe  of  their  duty  ? 

It  is  hardly  worth  while  to  take  no¬ 
tice  of  the  praifes  they  bellow  upon  one 
fet  of  men,  and  of  t  he  opprobrious  abufe 
they  pour  out  againft  another,  were  it 
not  to  point  out  to  the  fimple  and  un- 
difeerning  multitude  the  abfurdity  of 
this,  as  well  as  of  their  other  demands, 
and  to  ilifcovcr  what  arc  the  motives  of 
attachment  between  thofe  in  this  coun¬ 
try  who  favour  them,  and  the  Ameri¬ 
cans  :  for  the  Americans  themfelves 
know  too  well,  that  thefe  very  men 
whom  they  praife  as  an  illuftrious  band 
of  heroes  fivbo  Ji and  up  in  defence  of  //- 
bertyy  were  the  very  perfons  who  plan¬ 
ned  and  put  in  execution  thofe  adls  of 
wl'ich  they  moft  complain,  and  that  the 
prefent  miniftry  have  only  repealed  fomc 
of  the  moft  obnoxious  of  thefe  ftatutes ; 
but  they  thus  hope  to  blindfold  the  na¬ 
tion,  and  clog  the  wheels  of  govern- 

firft  would  with  juftief  have  complaine<l,  that 
the  colonics  did  not  contribute  their  juft  (hare 
of  tb- public  exprnce  for  the  defence  of  the  ftate:

the  preJcni  !  Hapnily  thefe  milchieft  have 
been  prevented  by  the  American*  !  Perhaps 
miniftry  forefaw  this,  or  the  otfer  would  not 
bvve  betn  maae. 
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ment  a  little, — while  the  illuftrious  handf 
who  know  full  well  the  bent  of  the  A- 
meticans,  only  mean  to  make  ufe  of 
them  as  a  ladder  to  help  them  to  mount 
into  the  feat  of  power,  after  which  they 
would  crufli  them  as  foon  as  they  could. 
Thus  do  thefe  two  parties  mutually 
praife  one  another,  whom  they  heartily 
defpife,  merely  with  a  view  to  promote 
their  own  purpofes.  The  artifice  is  in¬ 
deed  fo  fimple,  as  to  be  fitted  only  to 
impofe  upon  the  moft  ignorant  on  cither 
fide.  Blit  unfortunately  the  number  of 
ignorant  perfons  who  pretend  to  judge 
of  thefe  matters,  is  extremely  great ! 

The  Americans  likewife,  in  all  their 
petitions,  till  of  late,  acknowledge  the 
right  of  Great  Britain  to  regulate  their 
trade,  and  confefs  their  willingncfs  to 
fubmit  to  the  rules  which  the  parent  ftate 
may  think  proper  to  eftablifh  in  this 
refped.  This  is  their  language  : — But 
when  we  proceed  to  inquire  into  the 
purport  of  thefe  offers  it  appears,  that, 
like  the  other  offers  they  have  made,  it  is 
found  without  meaning, — words  merely 
calculated  to  impofe  upon  the  unthinking 
multitude.  This  requires  fome  explana¬ 
tion. 

In  th6  firft  letter  I  obferved,  that  the 
reftraints  on  the  American  tmde  were 
real  grievance  that  firft  inftigated  thofe 
Americans,  who  arc  the  fccrct  leaders 
of  this  infurredlion,  to  udlh  for  a  repa¬ 
ration  from  Great  Britain  v^Biit  this 
they  dared  not  to  avow,  either  to  the 
other  Americans  themfelves,  or  the  in» 
habitants  of  Great  Biitnin  : — They  have 
therefore  contrived  to  impofe  upon  the 
one  and  the  other,  by  inferring  this  de¬ 
claration  in  all  their  petitions  and  me¬ 
morials,  as  it  affumes  a  fpccious  appear¬ 
ance,  while,  at  the  fame  time,  if  accom¬ 
panied  with  the  other  immunities  they 
demand,  it  really  means  nothing.  But, 
were  they  even  in  good  eameft  ferious 
in  this  propofition,  as  they  have  an 
right  to  demand  to  be  freed  from  thefe 
reftraints  as  they  have  to  require  an 
exemption  from  taxes,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that,  was  this  demand  complied 
with,  infolencc  as  ufual  would  increafe 
with  power,  and  the  navigation-a<?l 
would  become  a  bone  of.  contention  in 
no  diftant  period,  when  they  would  pe¬ 
remptorily  demand  tha^  it  might  be  re¬ 
pealed,  or  a  more  obftinate  and  bloody 
war  muft  be  the  confequcncc.

I^’HK  picl'jre  that  yon  drav/  to  me 
of  bicrrdulitv  alarms  n'lC,  though  it 


L  of  incrrduliiy  alarms  nu’,  though  it 
does  iK't  ailoniiii  me.  This  was  tore- 
toli  by  the  lacred  I'criplurc.  The  miiul 
is  riifcepLii»Ic  of  every  bad  imprcirion 
when  the  heart  is  corrupted.  From  the 
wiih  that  there  Ihouid  be  no  God  to  pu- 
nifh  crimes,  the  incredulous  man  con- 
clutles  there  is  no  God.  Dixit  itifpicns 
in  rordc  Jn'^t  ^lon  efl  Deus»  **  The  fool 
•  laid  in  hio  heart,  there  is  no  God.’^ 
DeifiU  leads  infenfibly  to  atheifm. 
We  have  no  compafs  whereby  to  direct 
our  courfe  without  religion.  Religion 
alone  is  the  balls  on  wliieh  we  can  ra¬ 
tionally  lay  a  folid  foundation. 

Notwithftanding  the  dreadful  confe- 
qucnces  of  the  new  philofophy,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  its  votaiies  ought  not  to  be 
irritated.  They  defer\e  our  compafiion, 
becaufe  faith  is  a  gift  of  God.  Jefus 
Chrift,  who  thundered  againll  IhcPha- 
rifees,  f.iid  nothing  to  the  Sadducees.

In  J774»  the 
affairs  of  America  having  become  a  con¬ 
tinual  fubjeCt  of  parliamentary  difeuf- 
fion,  his  lurdfliip  has  refumed  his  old 
line  of  politics,  and  is  now  one  of  the 
greatcfl  advocates  for  the  natural,  char¬ 
tered,  and  conftitiitional  rights  of  Ame¬ 
rica,  in  contradidlion  to  the  miniflerial 
and  parliamentary  claims  of  this  coun¬ 
try.

It  underwent  a  fiegc  in  1337,  at 
w  hich  time  it  was  poffefTed  by  the  Eng- 
lifli,’  and  other  partifans  of  Baliol ;  but 
the  loyalifts,  under  the  carls  of  March 
and  Fife,  made  themfclvci  mafters  of  it 
in  three  weeks,  by  the  help  of  their  bat¬ 
tering  machines.

'I'he  city  is  greatly  red  need  in  the 
number  01  inhabitants.  At  prefent  it 
fcarcely  exceeds  two  thoufand.  Thertf 
is  no  certainty  of  the  fum  when  it  warf 
the  feat  of  the  primate,  and  in  the  ful- 
hefs  of  its  glory.  All  we  know  is,  that# 
during  the  period  of  its  fplendor,  there 
were  between  lixty  and  feventy  bakers  ; 
but  at  this  time  nine  or  ten  are  fufficient 
for  the  place.  The  circuit  of  this  city 
is  a  mile,  and  contains  three  principal 
ftreets.  The  trade  of  St  Andrew’s  waA 
alfo  once  very  confidefablc.  I  am  in¬ 
formed  that,  during  the  time  of  Crom¬ 
well’s  tifurpation,  fixty  or  Icventy  vef- 
fcls  belonged  to  the  port;  at  prefent 
only  one  of  any  fize.  The  harbour 
.  artificial,  guarded  by  piers,  with  a  nar¬ 
row  entrance  to  give  Iheltcr  to  veflcl® 
from  the  violence  of  a  moft  heavy  fea- 
The  manufactures  this  city  might  in  for* 
iTicT  times  poflefs  are  now  reduced  to 
one,  that  of  golf-balls,  which,  trifling  at 
it  may  feem,  maintains  fcveral  peoples 
The  trade  is  commonly  fatal  to,  the  ar- 
tifts,  for  the  balls  are  made  by  Itiifhng  a 
great  quantity  of  feathers  into  a  leathern 
cafe,  by  help  of  ah  iron  rod,  with  a 
wooden  handle,  prefifed  againit 
bread,  which  feldom  fails  to  bring  on  a 
confumption.  ’ 

The  celebrated  univerfity  of  this  city 
was  founded,  in  i4ilyby  biilidp  Ward- 
law  ;  and  the  next  year  he  obtained 
from  Benedid  HI.  the  bull  of  confirnia* 
tion.

fillips  ;  but  they  having  previoufly  aban¬ 
doned  that  haibour,  the  veflel  w'as  a-

<me,  and  then  to  proeei  d  on  iiis  voyage 
to  Oominiipie  to  buy  daves. 

“  When  independency  was  propofed, 
the  Maryluul  dekgates  withdrew  from 
the  Congrefs. 

“  'Phe  people  about  Ta'wifton,  on  De- 
laware-b.ay,  being  fiifpecrted  by  the  con¬ 
grefs  of  holiling  .a  eonefpondence  with 
the  rtiipsof  war  in  the  river,  a  body  of 
3000  men  was  fent  from  PhiUilelphia  to 
reduce  them  to  obedience.  On  this  oc-

that  a  great  ma;*Mity  of  the  middle  and 
iM'vt  1  lanksof  pople  Inul  derlaredthem- 
b  !vcs  ready  to  take  aims  in  his  ma;e- 
rty’s  bvlialf,  ami  dircfriered  their  ahluir- 
ri  nee  of  the  alteration  made  iti  their 
public  prayers,  by  fubllituting  the  C.n~ 
lor  his  dh(/e.7v. 

“  By  four  men  fiom  Annapi»Hs,  we  are 
infoiuicd,  that  on  tlie  2rth  rt  May,  one 
Mr  Chaee,  a  rein  I  ]a\i\rr,  had  jnll  le- 
♦  nnied  iroin  Ujubee,  having  narrowly 
ffraped  being  taken  at  ^tontreal,  wh'eh 
^eas  in  poUillion  of  his  in.aiclly’s  foices. 
Anil  in  an  intereepied  letter  from  an 
ofbeer  of  the  rebel  ainiv  in  Canada,  to 
his  motl-.tr  in  Philadt Iphia,  are  the  fol- 
U'w  ing  t  yprcfniins  :  “  We  are  m.akirg  a 
>.'Tgi.,ec‘i:2!  retve.it  ;  thuufands  aie  Hy¬ 


men  to  join  us,  from  whom  we  learned 
fhat  the  rebels  ir.  Maryland  are  terribly 
afraid  of  lord  Dunmore’s  coining  over 
there,  while  the  friends  of  government 
are  daily  praying  for  his  arrival. 

“  The  Kocbucklloop  of  war  had  gone 
lip  to  water,  and,  h.aving  run  aground, 
about  40  armed  row^- galleys  attacked 
her  ;  i)ie  firetl,  funk  four,  the  reft  made 
off.  The  commander  difpatched  an  ex- 
prefsforthe  Liverpool,  which  lay  at  a 
ihort  dirtance  from  that  place,  and  in 
the  interim  ftarted  his  water  calks  and 
got  olV,  when  running  aground  again, 
about  .^8  row-galleys,  better  armed  and 
manned,  attacked  her  with  more  appa¬
